Classification 
The NAGC size and color classification is used in our descriptive list. This method of listing gives you valuable infor- 
mation which you will readily note. 


First is the name of the variety, then in parenthesis the size and color class figures. Following this is the name of the 
originator and year in which the variety was first available to American purchasers. The figures in the last parenthesis denote 
the number of growing days required from planting to date of blooming. The number of days to bloom is figured for large 
bulbs; medium bulbs usually require 5 to 7 days longer to bloom. Because of variations in climate, the number of days re- 
quired for a particular variety to bloom may vary by several days. However, the listed blooming dates will give a fair idea 


of what to expect of a variety.

“Thats How 7 See em - By Georgel/ 


1952 most likely will go down in history as a year 
many Glad fans would like to forget. A severe drouth 
extended through the South, Southwest, and parts of 
the East and Midwest while in some parts of the 
upper Midwest fans were plagued with continuous 
heavy rains. The terrific heat in many sections of the 
country had its effect on some shows both as to num- 
ber of entries and quality of blooms. 


The Tennessee show was my first trip; then to 
Bardstown, Edwardsville, LeRoy, Purdue, Wabash, 
Minneapolis, Hibbing, and finally, Elkhorn, Wiscon- 
sin. Generally speaking, the Northern shows had the 
best quality but enthusiasm was much in evidence at 
all the shows as it takes more than heat and drouth to 
dampen the spirits of Glad fans. 


Among the whites, Mother Fischer receives my vote 
for top honors. It has been referred to as “A White 
Spic & Span” and its performance here makes me wish 
I had lots and lots more stock of it. Athene has all 
the good qualities of an excellent commercial but the 
floret form is rather plain. The fine performance of 
White Symphony gives it a high rating. Seldom do 
we have a variety which makes such huge florets with 
such tight attachment. White Star is more of a com- 
mercial than show flower; bulblet production and ger- 
mination are all that could be desired. Snowclad, 
from an originator of outstanding Glads, comes highly 
recommended. 


Columbia, Ivoree, La Valle, and Connie “G” make 
up a strong cream quartet. Columbia is very beautiful 
and gave us magnificent spikes. Even No. 4 bulbs 
will produce fine spikes. Ivoree can be grown to huge 
proportions; it produced one of the biggest spikes of 


the season in our garden. I have grown La Valle since 
its introduction and have always rated it highly. The 
precisely placed, crisp florets make it a top show 
flower. For a long stretchy flowerhead, Connie “G” 
takes the honors. It certainly ranks near the top for 
beauty. 


Competition in the yellow class is getting stronger 
with Gold and Catherine Beath the color champions. 
The beautiful, deep color of each is something to rave 
over. The latter has the better flowerhead and is a top 
show flower. Gold gets the nod as the best commer- 
cial. Cynthia, Gene, and Candlelight are early. The 
first two are easy cutters and have excellent commer- 
cial qualities. I haven’t grown enough stock of Can- 
dlelight to determine its commercial rating. Cynthia 
and Gene command good prices on the early market. 
Terrific is a nice color and is an excellent grower but 
I can't get it to open the 12 florets generally credited 
to it. It does open very fast—as many as 5 in one 
night. Keepsake came very uniform and is a beauti- 
ful, clear color. 


Canada’s famous Patrol is a real champion and be- 
longs in everyone’s garden. Tasco will really make 
you step across the rows in excitement when the first 
spike opens. Mellow Moon is a grand cutflower and 
makes you wish you had many, many more spikes of 
it to take to your florist. It possesses such health and 
vigor. Betty Duncan is one of the most beautiful in 
its class and has attained its high rating on beauty and 
cutting qualities. Some like Perdita and some don’t 
but the hot, hamid summers of the Ohio valley must 
be to its liking as it consistently gives us good spikes. 
Towering over most everything in the field is Chief 


Pontiac. If you like your glads to grow like giants 
be sure to give it a trial. 

I'll never forget the first spike of Boise Belle that 
bloomed in our garden the year it was introduced. At 
that time I predicted fame for this unique beauty. 
Since then I have cut hundreds of spikes of it and 
have seen it win grandchampionships and have never 
had cause to change my opinion. Another unusual 
Glad is Coachman with its chamois-like texture. Jinni 
Marie is unsurpassed when bloomed in cool weather. 
It opens up to 10 on long, towering spikes. Few 
Glads possess the beauty of floret formation as seen 
in Beau Brummel. Last but certainly not least in the 
salmon class is that ruffled beauty—Gorgeous Deb. 
Spikes of this were gorgeous and it undoubtedly will 
give Boise Belle a run for the money. However, ex- 
treme heat will cause it to misplace its heavily ruffled 
florets. 


Scarlet and red shades of Glads are now very popu- 
lar and most times the cut is not equal to the demand. 
The number | rating in the scarlet class will have to 
be awarded to Red Wing. It’s a top performer, either 
as a cutflower or on the show table. The number 2 
slot must go to Fire Gleam although Tomahawk could 
easily move into second place if it continues its superb 
performance of the past two seasons. It certainly will 
bear close watching. Cheyenne is very much like 
Fire Gleam in color and spike formation and must 
not be overlooked. Harold K is a man-sized flower 
and one that you will enjoy growing. For a beautiful 
formal scarlet Hiawatha is supreme when bloomed in 
cool weather. 


The red classes have become much stronger with 
the advent of introductions such as Leah Gorham, 
Captain Kidd, and Poinsettia to mention a few. Cap- 
tain Kidd bloomed during our hottest week of the 
summer and the daytime temperatures of 98 to 105 
didn’t bother it in the least. One of the top releases 
of 1952 was Poinsettia. It has beauty of coloring and 
seems very healthy. The light red color of Leah 
Gorham is enhanced by its white throat. This makes 
very uniform growth. The 1952 performance of 
Deep Velvet stamps it as worthy of trial in your 
garden. Dark David will really open your eyes with 
its tall spikes of perfect placement. This seems headed 
for a top show record. The three black red beauties 
are Ace of Spades, Black Cherry, and Thunderbolt. 
The florets of Ace of Spades resemble black velvet. 
The thick, leathery petals of Black Cherry make it a 
very good keeper and a good spike of this will make 
it plenty hard on any variety when it comes to select- 
ing the 2nd Day Champion of the show. I have had 
the pleasure of growing Thunderbolt for two years 
and have helped judge superb spikes of it in several 
shows. Its beautiful glossy color and heavily ruffled 
florets remind you of Burma, one of its parents. It 
will more than garner its share of awards at the shows. 


We have so many very beautiful glads in the pink 
classes that it is difficult to select just a few. Two of 
the very first Glads to bloom are Friendship and My 
Dear. Friendship wins by a few days but both are in 
the money as cutflowers. Skyway isn’t far behind in 


blooming date and is a fine spiker. Sweet Sixteen is 
unsurpassed for health and vigor and its regular pro- 
duction of number 1 spikes gives it a first class rating. 
C. D. Fortnam gave us magnificent spikes but un- 
fortunately they bloomed at a time I wasn’t attending 
a show. This has the makings of a good commercial. 
Our terrific heat of July and August was unkind to 
Evangeline but I have never seen such magnificent 
spikes as those we cut from medium and small bulbs 
in the cooler weather of September. Oh yes, I almost 
forgot Spic & Span. I’m sure the other varieties in the 
pink class wouldn’t mind if I did. Perhaps we should 
have a separate “Spic & Span Class” for show purposes. 


Burma Rose has all the characteristics of a well 
grown Burma. Its attractive rose pink coloring and so 
much inflorescense will surely catch your eye. Florets 
will easily reach 61% inches. Elmer's Rose is a won- 
derful commercial with its heavy substance and long 
spikes. Crown Jewel is on the lavender side of rose- 
pink; it, too, makes fine spikes. June Rose is valuable 
for its earliness. The flowerhead is not quite long 
enough for a top show flower. Many fine spikes of 
Gwen were seen at the shows this past summer. One 
feature is its tall, willowy growth. Well grown spikes 
of Miss Chicago are a sight to behold. Many con- 
sider it one of the most beautiful glads. A well grown 
spike of Noweta Rose is practically unbeatable. Bulb- 
let germination is rather disappointing. However, 
bulblets from bulblet grown stock seem to do much 
better than those from bulb stock. The deep color- 
ing of Badger Beauty is very attractive and makes it 
standout in the garden. Shallimar is tops in the 300 
size class with its long ribbon of vivid color. Florets 
are a beautiful medium rose with a silver edge. Stock 
of this is in rather short supply. 


A new sensation in lavenders is Princess. This 
comes highly recommended and the indicated demand 
is heavy. Its show record is remarkable considering 
the small number of large bulbs that have been avail- 
able. Tyrone added the grandchampionships of the 
two Indiana shows and the 3 spike championship of 
the Champaign County show to its already sensational 
show record. Performance here and reports from 
other growers indicate its excellent commercial pos- 
sibilities. Bridal Orchid can be magnificent when the 
color is clear. Gail is a front running commercial. 
It will also win its share of awards on the show table 
with 8-10 open. My choice for the most unusual 
lavender is Falcon with its fluted and pointed florets. 
It can produce marvelous spikes. Cavalier, in the 
new deep lavender class, is a very vigorous, tall grow- 
er. Florets reach 6 inches, with a long flowerhead. 


Purple shades are always popular and Grapewine, 
with its beautifully ruffled florets of clear wine purple, 
will be something to look forward to. King David 
throws marvelous spikes and is tops for either exhibi- 
tion or commercial purposes. Many rate it as the 
finest 1951 introduction. The older Sherwood is very 
beautiful. 


The advent of Lavender Blue is exciting news to 
glad fans. As it will be shown in the 576 class, here- 
tofore practically devoid of entries, Lavender Blue is 


an almost sure winner. The superb spikes I have 
grown and seen at the shows indicate it should go 
farther than winning a blue ribbon. Blue Devil, in 
the 478 class, is spectacular and will take its place as 
a top show winner when stock is more plentiful. It 
is very vigorous and makes robust growth from bulb- 
lets. Its coloring certainly commands attention. 


Persian Rug and Stormy Weather are tops in the 
smoky class. Both are capable of fine spikes. Persian 
Rug’s unusual colors makes it very popular with show 
visitors. Stormy Weather is tall and vigorous; the 
name justly describes it. Embers and Gay Nineties, 
both in the AOC class, can produce fine spikes. Em- 
bers is very brilliant and Gay Nineties most unusual. 


The above comments are based upon the 1952 
growing season and observations made at the shows. 
Since it is impossible for any one person to grow 
and bloom all the new glads the failure to mention a 
new variety, which may be your favorite, should not 
be construed as an indication that I do not think 
highly of it. In all probability I have not had the 
opportunity of seeing it. 


I often receive letters asking me to suggest varieties 
for the early cutflower market. This past summer the 


earliest glads to bloom were Friendship, My Dear, 
Cynthia, Rose Charm, Mellow Moon, Wedgwood, 
June Bells, Glow, Annamae, Red Cherry, Ravel, Sky- 
way, June Rose, October Sunshine, Beauty’s Blush. 
These are all fine cutters and most always bring good 
prices. 


The best show spikes in our garden in 1952 (Ex- 
cluding 1953 introductions) were: Black Cherry, 
Blue Devil, Boise Belle, C. D. Fortnam, Fire Gleam, 
Gorgeous Deb, Dark David, La Valle, King David, 
Mother Fischer, Noweta Rose, Patrol, Poinsettia, Red 
Cherry, Red Wing, Shallimar, Spic & Span, Stormy 
Weather, Tasco, Tomahawk, Tyrone, White Chal- 
lenge, White Goddess, White Symphony, Yankee 
Clipper. 


In conclusion I would like to point out that many 
varieties of Glads are variable in performance but 
practically all will respond with beautiful spikes when 
given a sufficient amount of water. It is generally 
agreed that from the time of the 4th leaf at least 11/ 
to 2 inches of water per week, either as natural rain- 
fall or in the form of irrigation, is needed to produce 
show spikes and No. 1 cutflowers.

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1953 INTRODUCTION 
BURMA ROSE (Class 562) (Lasch 1953) 


A beautiful, vivid, rose pink, shading deeper on the lower petals, somewhat like Miss Wisconsin in color. Burma Rose, 
being a sport of Burma, shares the same growing and blooming habits, the same heavy propagation, the same vigorous growth 
from bulblets, and the same ability to open up to 8 huge, lavishly ruffled florets with practically all remaining buds in color. 


It blooms in 80 to 85 days from large bulbs. 


Burma Rose produces massive show spikes under good growing conditions. It throws fine spikes from medium bulbs. 
Like Burma, some spikes will lack the terminal bud when bloomed in an unusually dry season. Burma Rose was shown at 
the 1952 Tennessee show where it was Champion Seedling and Reserve Champion of the show. 


The quantity of stock available is very small and we must impose a limit on the number of bulbs and bulblets you may 
order. Because of the limited number of large bulbs available we advise you to get your order in very early if you want this 


size. (Burma Rose is pictured on the front cover.)

LAVENDER BLUE (Class 576) 
From Dr. W. T. Henderson 


A scintilating light blue, on the lavender side of blue, 
shading to light cream deep in the throat. Lavender Blue is 
a sport of the Knight Tall Strain Elizabeth the Queen. It 
opens 7 wide-open, ruffled florets with 7 buds, out of a 
total of 20-22, showing color. It is a good doer, producing 
plenty of bulblets from even jumbo bulbs and they come up 
and grow practicaily 100% with perfect health in foliage and 
bulb. It was very noticable how Lavender Blue stood up 
under this past summer’s heat, being nice and fresh when 
many others looked like rags, 


Lavender Blue has been shown twice. In the 1951 Ken- 
tucky Show it was Champion Seedling, with a score of 86. 
It was also Class and Section Champion of this show. In 
the 1952 Tennessee show Lavender Blue was voted “Most 
Beautiful Spike in the Show.” 


Lavender Blue has ali the general characteristics in spike 
and floret form of a well grown Elizabeth The Queen. It 
has not shown any tendency toward short growth or short 
flowerhead. We have had it on test in our garden and it 
has our wholehearted approval. It is one of the very best 
new glads I have seen during the past two years.

Cavalier is a giant bluish mauve self color with lightly 
frilled edges and fluted centers in the petals of the florets. 
It is a very vigorous grower reaching a height of 66 inches 
with a 30 inch flowerhead and 6 inch wide open blooms, 
20 buds and 6 open with 6 in color. The facing and spac- 
ing of the florets is excellent as is their texture and attach- 
ment. Bulblet production is good, germination easy and 
excellent. It blooms from large bulbs in 85 days. The 
parentage is Pastel x Porcelain Blue.

THUNDERBOLT (Class 454) 
(Black Phantom x Burma)

Thunderbolt is a very beautiful, deep maroon with heavily 
ruffled, wide open florets. It opens up to 7 florets of ex- 
cellent substance and placement on well proportioned flower- 
heads of 18-19 buds. It does not crook but the edges of 
the petals will occasionally sunburn in extreme heat. 


Thunderbolt is a heavy bulblet producer and an excellent 
germinator. It makes fine growth from bulblets. It is 
medium in height. Plant and bulb are very healthy. It 
blooms in 85 to 90 days from large bulbs. 


Thunderbolt has quite a reputation here in the Midwest 
and many fans have been eagerly awaiting its introduction. 
Its show record is as follows:

Beau Brummel opens 6 giant, ruffled, fluted, needlepoint 
florets with nearly all remaining buds in color. It makes 
long flowerheads and is a tall, vigorous grower. Propaga- 
tion and germination are good. Substance is very firm. It 
blooms in midseason. 


We grew Beau Brummel as a seedling and gave it a good 
rating. While more open would be desired its wonderful, 
clear color, the beautifully formed florets, and so many buds 
in color make it a choice variety. It is a consistent blue 
ribbon winner and is unusually popular with show visitors. 
Beau Brummel is a stylish glad.

PEACE LIGHT 


DIXIE MAID (Class 430) 
(Maryland Maid x Susquehana)

Light salmon with a cream throat. It grows 60 inches tall and makes a 
medium heavy stiff spike with 18 buds. Opens 8 lightly ruffled florets with 
6 buds showing color on a 26 inch flowerhead. The facing, substance, and 
attachment are good. It makes nice bulbs and lots of bulblets that germinate 


readily. 


Dixie Maid is a top commercial and show table variety. It was shown 
for the first time at the Bedford Springs regional show of the Pennsylvania 
G. S. under seedling ‘number ‘and was judged the best seedling in the show. 
A 25 spike basket was also judged the best basket in the show. (Shown below). 
Dixie Maid has what it takes to make a good glad.

PEACE LIGHT is a clear, medium yellow with a soft 
greenish glow. Its large, wide-open florets with recurved 
petals are borne on a tall, strong stem. It opens 7 florets 
with 5 more showing color on an 18 bud spike. 


While PEACE LIGHT will doubtlessly hold its own on 
the show table, we feel that its greatest success will be as 
a cut flower. This opinion is based on its color value, its 
excellent substance, the fact that it is a tall, vigorous grower 
and that it propagates readily, making strong growth from 
bulblets. It grows 56 inches tall and blooms in 82 days. 


Its unusual phosphorescent glow attracted much attention 
from the hobbyists and commercial growers who saw it 
exhibited at the Union, Havre de Grace, and Binghamton 
shows last summer.

Snowclad was the winner of the American Home Achieve- 
ment Medal at the 1952 Southeastern Michigan show. This 
looks like one of the very best new whites.

BLOSSOMTIME is more than a name—it is a description 
of the flower, a pure pink shading to a pure white center. 
It would be just as correct to call it white with a pink edge, 
the two colors merging imperceptibly into each other. It 
opens 7 large florets with 4 more showing color on a 19 
bud spike. Flowerhead is 28 inches long with the floret 
arrangement in a regular, but informal, manner. It blooms 
in 80 days. 


Among its show awards is the American Home Achieve- 
ment Medal which it received at the Keystone State Society 
show in 1951. 


In breeding experiments BLOSSOMTIME has been an 
excellent parent as it transmits its fine growing qualities and 
substance to most of its offspring.

SUGGESTIONS FOR DIPPING AND DUSTING 


LYSOL DIP 


4 tablespoons of Lysol 3, gallons of water 

Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and no 
longer than 6 hours; soak bulblets overnight or 12 to 14 
hours. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solu- 
tion, allow to drain for 30 minutes and plant same day as 
treated, preferably while still wet. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN DIP 


1 ounce New Improved Ceresan 

3 teaspoon measures Grasselli Spreader Sticker or 3 tea- 
spoons Dreft 

3 gallons water 

To get a good preparation easily and quickly, mix the Cere- 

san and wetting agent together, add a little water at a time, 

and stir until a uniform mixture is obtained. DO NOT 


USE THE HANDS WHEN STIRRING. Soak bulbs in the 
solution for 15 minutes, stirring several times during treat- 
ment; soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs or bulblets 
are removed from the solution, allow them to drain for 
about 30 minutes and plant IMMEDIATELY. A delay in 
planting can cause injury to the bulbs. If the ground is 
dry at planting time I suggest the Lysol treatment instead 
of N.I.C. as dryness can cause a considerable delay in germi- 
nation or growth besides possible injury to the bulbs. 


DUSTING FOR THRIPS 


The easiest and most efficient means of controlling Thrips is 
to dust the foliage of the plants with 5% D.D.T. Many 
types of dusters are available and one can be obtained to suit 
your size planting. Begin dusting when plants are in third 
leaf and continue about every two weeks. Best results will 
be obtained when the dust is applied to the plants while the 
dew is still on them.
